Washington, March 21. — The secre- 
tary of atato has received additional par- 
ticulars concerning the riot at Ohingkiang, 
China, on Feb. 5th, from A. 0. Jones, 
tho U. S. consul tit that place. Tho riot 
grew out of stoning policemen in tho 
British quarter by a crowd of boys and 
3'otuig men. Tho 6tli was Chinese new- 
year day, and business was generally sus- 
pended. The quarrel of tho boyB was 
taken up by tho men, and one of the 
Chinese was thrown doivn and injured by 
a policeman. It was reported that the 
man was killed, and the mob, inflamed by 
this information, attacked a d bun ed 
tho police station and quarters. Tho 
resident consuls had asked the Chinese 
ollicers for aid to suppress tho trouble, 
and half-a-dozen men and ft few native 
policemen ware sent, but the mob put 
those to flight Then a demand was 
made for troops, but before they came 
several 

BUILDINGS WKItE BURNED 

The American and British consulates 
adjoin each other, and just -outside the 
British quarters a mob of 20,000 yelling 
men and boys surrounded these buildings 
and wore preparing to break open the 
gal os when :H)0 soldiers arrived. The 
commanding officer attempted to address 
the mob, but his voice was drowned by 
yells and jeers. In the presence of tho 
troops an assault was made on tho gates, 
and Consul Jones with his wife and 
children rushed over to the British con- 
sulate. The British consul, with his wi 
and two children, left the house with M 
Jones and family and climbed a precipi- 
tous bluff at the rear of thu consulai 
As they were doing this

was set on lire. Quickly going to the 
river, the party hailed a mail steamer and 
were taken on board. As they were em- 
barking the mob saw the party and at- 
tempted to board the steamer, but were 
unable to do ho. The American consul- 
ate was set on tiro and looted, but not 
burned. The houses of two American 
Baptist missionaries and their chapel 
were burned. Tho American Metho- 
dist chapel was looted. The mail vessel 
remained in the river all night, and next, 
day another unsuccessful at tempt was made 
to board her. The Chinese troops and 
the arrival of a British vessel quieted the 
mob, and on Friday morning Consul 
Jones was permitted to again hoist the 
stars and stripes over the consulate. The 
affair will be investigated.

FIRE ALARMS. 

Something Wrong .Somewhere- An Absent 
Kugineer— What is tun Mutter With 
the Service V 

An alarm of fire was sounded at five 
minutes to one o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The driver of tho engine had his 
team outside in about two minutes time 
from the first tap, and then waited two 
minutes mure in the hope that the engin- 
eer would show up. He thou drove oil' to 
ihe corner of Cormorant and Government 
streets, from whence the alarm cauio. Up 
to this time no lire had boon lit in the 
engine, owing to the absence of the en- 
gineer, consequently no steam had been 
made. Tho hose cart from tho Deluge 

niae arrived a fow seconds after tho 
engine, and hoso was attached to the 
hydrant. Several minutes after tho team 
and hose reel arrived from thu City Hall 
station, followed by tho hook and laddoi 
apparatus. Fortunately, the sorvicos of 
the department were not required. Had 
a fire gained headway, what would have 
boon the result of tho dilatory movements 
of those who should have been promptly 
at their posts I Was tho engineer at 
lunch, or was ho out for a row, or where 
was ho ? The lack of organization on the 
part of tho tire department has several 
times been referred to in those columns, 
but there does not seem to have been 
much improvement of late. Perhaps 
when a conflagration occurs those having 
the department under their direction will 
mie to the conclusion that there is an 
inefficient management and an effort will 
then bo made to improve; but would it 
not bo bettor to take tho matter in hand 
now, and provide against disaster/ The 
duties of the chief ollicers of tho depart- 
ment are not onerous. They are per- 
manently employed with fair salaries, in 
irder that they may answer promptly 
when an emergency oceurrs. But if they 
fail at the most critieal moment, then the 
outlay is but, waste. 

There was a most inexcusable blunder 
nnido in regard to the movements of the 
lire department on tho occasion of the 
lire at King's bakery on Monday morn- 
ing. The alarm was sent by telephone, 
tho operator at tho central office placing 
Deluge station in communication with the 
informant. The operator heard tho lat- 
ter state the position of tho tire distinctly. 
But tho excited individual at tho tire 
station imagined he heard James Bay, 
ti id away the engines go on a search in 
the opposite direction from tho lire. 
Tho building was completely burned ; 
perhaps such would have been tho case 
oven if the apparatus had gone directly to 
the point. But the mistake only proves 
what may happen in the future. A tire 
may occur which, if extinguished at an in- 
cipient stage, would cause but little loss. 
If tho engines, as in tho case of the bak- 
ery lire, are taken a mile in another di- 
rection, a serious conflagration would per- 
haps ensue, causing the loss of thousands 
of dollars. 

The failure of the department to re- 
spond properly on Monday morning was 
put down to defoctive tire alarm, but such 
waa not thu case. It was simply through 
the negligence of the person receiving the 
summons to learn accurately whore 
the fire was situated. 'Iho present 
service may not. bo all that it should be, 
but if kept in proper repair, with the as- 
sistance of the widely used telephone 
thore is no reason why tiro alarms may 
not bo readily forwarded and accurately 
received at the telephone station.

He 
himself would guarantee the collection of 
55250 towards the celebration. He had 
already been promised XloQ. 

Aid. Coughlan did not see the necessity 
of postponing action. The council could 
do whatever they were going to just as 
well now, as later on. 

The matter was allowed to drop. 

REVISION OK WATER RATES. 



On motion of Aid. McKillican and 
Styles, the council went into committee 
of tho whole, with the mayor in the chair, 
to consider the question of revision of 
water ratos. 

Tho following schedule of rates was 
submitted by the water committee : 

PROPOSED TARIFF OK RATES. 

Dwelling Houses— Each dwelling house 
assessed at .$1,000 and under, $10 per 
annum; and for each $100 over the §1,000, 
oOe; for each horse, $2; for each cow, $1; 
houses having defective closets, irrigating 
between 7 a. in. and (i p. ill., or having 
fountains, by metre. 

Stores — Each store assessed at 81,000 
or under, $10; for each additional $100 
over §1,000, 25c. ; stores with outside taps 
or watering troughs, by metre. 

Saloons — Each saloon assessed at §1,000 
and under, per annum, $-0: for each ad- 
ditional 8100 over 81,000, 25c. 

Public Baths — $0 per annum. 

Building Rates — Bricks, per M; 10c; 
stone, per perch, 5c. ; lime, per barrel, 
20e. ; plastering, per 100 yards, 50c. 

By Metre— All distilleries, breweries, 
dye houses, railway stations, printing and 
photographic establishments, colleges, 
seminaries, nurseries, hospitals, asylums, 
academics, houses of industry, reforma- 
tory, public buildings, hotels, restaur- 
ants, nunneries, livery stables, wharves 
etc., etc., by tint re. 

Meter rates: — :10c. per 1,000 gallons. 
§ inch meter, 50c. per month ; \ inch, 
75c; 1 inch, $1 ; li inch, 81.25 ; 2 inch, 
SI. 50 ; 3 inch, $2.60. 

Aid. Harrison — Now, Mr. Mayor. I 
defy any man, a Philadelphia lawyer or a 
Vorkshiro lawyer not excepted, to koop 
that in his head now that it has been 
read. 

Aid. Coughlan— Wait a minute. There 
is another motion. 

Aid. Harrison — I have tho floor. 1 
agree with Aid. Styles. 1 think we 
should all have a copy of that laid before 
us. 

Aid. Goodacre — Well, 1 am neither a 
Philadelphia lawyer nor a Yorkshiremaii, 
and I assure you 1 am in .a fog. 

Aid. Coughlan- You will see thore are 
two separate systems there laid before the 
committee ; the muter rate and the ordin- 
ary assessment system. In order that the 
matter may bo intelligently discussed, I 
would suggest that a copy of each arrange- 
ment be furnished to each member of the 
Board. 

Aid. Wilson did not think the rate pro- 
posed would give satisfaction. hi some 
instances, such as • builders' rates, the 
rates were very low. lie wanted to see 
builders' metres supplied, and the water 
they used charged at. metre rates. The 
assessment rate was the only fair and 
equable manner of charging, and he 
hoped to see it adopted. 

Aid. Coughlan stated in reply to Aid. 
Wilson, that his scale for water for build- 
er's purposes was based on a general cal- 
culation. Aid Wilson's was not. D was 
a subject upon which he was not; posted. 

Aid. Wilson -Oh, you're posted on 
everything. 

Aid. Coughlan- Well I'm posted on this 
anyway. He proceeded to state that his 
rate was based on a fair and equable cal- 
culation. He did not euro which rate 
wasadoptod. Ho had advocated assess- 
ment rates. 

Aid. Wilson— When did you advocate 
it? 

Aid. Coughlan — On the first night of 
meeting. 

Aid. Wilson - Do you remember it, Mc- 
Killicail I 

Aid. McKillican— 1 remember advocat- 
ing it myself. 
Aid. Wilson— That's right. I don't 



like to see n crow trying to borrow a pea- 
cock's feathers. 

Aid. Couglan thought a discussion of 
the question was useless, before the mem- 
bers of tho board hud a chance to look 
over the different systems laid before 
thoin. 

Aid Stylos failod to boo any improve- 
ment upon the present system. 

Aid. Coughlan said it was impossible to 
get an equality in rates. It could not be 
got nt anywhere, unless a universal meter 
rate was adopted. 

Mayor Grant did not think an equable 
rate could be got at by assessment. 

Aid. Coughlan— Or by monthly pay- 
ments either. 

A long discussion ensued, and tho com- 
mittee finally rose, reported progress, sod 
asked leave to sit again. 

On motion a cop}' of tho rates proposed 
was ordered to bo furnished to each mem- 
ber ot tho board, and the committee wore 
allowed leave to sit again on Monday eve- 
ning. 

THE pound BY- LAW. 
Aid. Coughlan enquired what were tho 
limits defined as grazing grounds, by the 
pound by-law '/ 

Mayor Grant said ho did not know. 
Aid. Coughlan wanted to know if tho 
council had any control outside of tho city 
limits. 

Mayor Grant said the board had con- 
trol of Beacon Hill Park. 

Aid. Coughlan referred to the improve- 
ments now being made at tho park, and 
which wore being greatly interfered with 
by roving cattlo. Ho moved that tho 
poundkeeper be instructed to carry out 
his instructions and impound all cattle 
found at large within the city limits. 

The resolution was seconded by Aid. 
Kelly, being amended to read as follows : 
"That the clerk be instructed to insert a 
notice in the local papers, warning tho 
public that all cattlo, etc, running at largo 
within the limits of the city, or in Beacon 
Hill Park, will be impounded." Carried. 

On motion, the clerk was instructed to 
notify the poundkeeper of the action 
taken by tho Board. 

A NEW DRILL SUED. 

Mayor Grant, before the council pro- 
ceeded toother business, read the following 
telegram which ho had received during the 
day from Col. Prior, the city's represent- 
! ative at Ottawa: "Will the city give land 
for a now drill shed ? 1 can do nothing 
unlesss you do this, as all other towns 
are doing so." 

Aid. Coughlan — What's tho matter with 
the drill shed we've got? 

Several voices— Not central enough. 
Aid. Styles was of the same opinion he 
had ahvayH been on this subject. If the 
Dominion intended to put up creditable 
buildings, he was willing to support any 
action taken by the council to supply the 
land. If thu Dominion proposed to buy 
some old broken-down shanty for a drill 
shed, he would oppose giving the land. 

Aid. Wilson and Vigelius moved thnf 
the lots at the head of Pandora street be 
tendered to the Dominion government, it 
being understood that a creditable build- 
ing for use as a drill shed was to be 
creeled thereon. 

Mayor Grant thought that . the gov onl- 
ine; t would give to the city in return for 
the land so donated for drill shed pur- 
poses, the land on which tho present drill 
shed stands at the corner of the Govern- 
ment grounds, or some other piece of 
land equally valuable. 

Aid. Stylos thought that before any land 
was offered to the government, the coun- 
cil should have their written promise to 
erect a substantial building, costing at the 
very least 810,000. 

Aid. Kelly was of the opinion that tho 
council could not expect to get anything 
in the way of a decent drill shed from a 
government who could not complete the 
buildings which they commenced for tho 
accomodation of "C" battery. 

Aid. Coughlan supported tho offer of 
the lots at the head of Pandora street, it 
being understood that the amount paid 
for them by the city be refunded to water 
works account. 

Aid. Kelly — All tho reason that thoy 
want to move the drill shed into tho city 
for is so the young ladies can go and see 
them drill. That's what's the matter. 
(Smiles from the Board.) 

Mayor Grant — You're getting old and 
cantankerous, my friend, Aid. Kelly. If 
you were a young man yourself you would 
never say that 

Aid. Styles urged tho importance of 
stipulating, when tho lots were offered, 
that a building to cost upwards of 810,000 
be put up. 

The resolution was carried, and tho 
mayor instructed to communicate with 
Col. Prior, informing him of thu action 
taken. 

the Johnson street sewer. 
Aid. Harrison rose to say a fow words 
on this important question. Said he: I 
had a long conversation with the city 
surveyor to day, upon tho contract for 
the Johnson street sewer which wo pro- 
posed to call for tho tenders for last 
night, lu letting such a contract wo 
should know how much rock work and 
how much earth wolk there is to be dono 
in the drain. Tho way tho matter stands 
at present is all wrong. A man to under- 
stand what he is doing should tender on 
a schedule of prices; so much for the rock 
work per cubic foot, and so much for the 
earth work. Tho way thu thing Btands 
now, it is just like throwing the dice for 
85,000, as to call for tenders on it. The 
contractor does not know what ho is do- 
ing, and neither does the city. The 
specifications for the work of the John- 
ston street sewer should call for tenders 
at ho much a cubic foot for tho rock work 
and so much for tho earth work". It is 
impossible for a man to put in a tender 
in the present way and know what he is 
doing. 1 want to sco respectable con- 
tractors furnished with some data 
to go on, so that tho work can go on tit 
onco. No man could tender on the work 
the way it is now. Aid. Styles can bear 
me out in this. 1 move that tho city 
surveyor bo instructed to insert a schedule 
of prices in tho specifications— so much 
for ruck wotk, and so much for earth 
work — on tho Johnson street sewer, and 
that all measurements lie taken in tho 

solid. 

Mayor Grant — There must bo some con- 
dition inserted to prevent the contractors 
from exceeding the necessary measure- 
ments. 

Aid. Coughlan agreed with the mayor. 
The question for cousidi ration waB, how 
wide a trench would be allowed. 

It was agreed that a maximum width of 
six feet at the top, and three feet at tho 
bottom, be. allowed for the trench. 

Aid. Harrison's resolution was adopted, 
and the council adjourned at 10:25 p. ro.

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WHAT OUR NEIGHBORS SAY. 

Mr. Hitt's proposals for Commercial 
Union between tho United Statos and 
Canada are being discussed in tho Ameri- 
can newspapers. It docs not appear that 
a groat doul of importance is attached to 
tho scheme on the other side of tho line. 
C nmoroiul Union is not yet, apparently, 
;ed upon in the United States as be- 
i i within tho sphere of practical polities. 
1 is not l>y any means a " burniug ques- 
tion," but there is, aa far as wo have been 
able to observe, a singular unanimity with 
regard to ii among Americans. They all 
look upon it as a mere temporary arrange 
mout, which must before very long reside 
in political union. In fact it is this con- 
viction that induces those who discuss il 
to entertain the proposal at all. For in- 
stance, the Detroit Evening News says :— 

"No real friend, however, of tho poli- 
tical union of the continent can intelli- 
gently and honestly oppose Commercial 
Union, for u very slight consideration of 
tho certain and speedy results of Com- 
mercial Union us us t show that it would 
be followed by political union. As Mr. 
Chamberlain said a few days ago, Com- 
mercial Union would, at once destroy all 
interest of Groat Britain in tho Do- 
minion.'' 

The Philadelphia Record expresses it- 
self in even stronger tonus. It says : 

"No scheme which would give to Can- 
ada an equal voice in the determination of 
federal taxation could bo considered. She 
would have to accept the position of a 
State in tho Union, with only such power 
in tho determination of the tax rate as 
her comparative population would entitle 
her to. Mow this could be eU'eeted with- 
out representation in Congress is a matter 
hard to determine. " 

The New York Mail and Express is 
equally emphatic on the subject. This is 
its deliverance : 

"If Canada agrees by statute to a gen- 
eral union, she must face probable aban- 
donment by ( Ireat Britain, ami then an- 
nexation with the United States, so that 
it is really annexation which is involved 
in this Commercial Union discussion ; and, 
while there is a stioiig party in Canada 
favoring annexation, wo fancy that, the 
majority outside of the Maritime Prov- 
inces are not yet converted to tho plan." 

The Syracuse Standard sees what the 
inevitable tendency of Commercial Union 
is and refuses to be reticent or hypocriti- 
cal about the matter. It frankly says: 

"Mr. Butterworth scorns the idea that 
Commercial Union means political union 
ltmeans nothing else. Wo want no Com 
mercial Union without political union." 

This is uo doubt the opinion of nine 
United States citizens out of ten. Tin 
great majority of them are strong pro 
tectionists and they would not consent to 
permit Canada to become a competitor in 
their homo market which they have built 
up at such tin immense expense to the 
people of the whole union unlosB they 
were fully satisfied that Canada would in 
a short time after it was admitted into 
commercial union see it to its interest to 
unite its political destinies , also with those 
of tho United States. Thoso who ssy 
otherwise on either side of the boundary 
are either trying to deceive their hoarors 
or they are blind to the unavoidable con- 
sequence of making the two countries one 
commercially. 

Our American neighbors see clearly 
that if Canadians identify their commer- 
cial interests wit h those of tho pooplo of 
the. United States, tho tie which joins 
Canada to ( Ireat Britain will bo greatly 
weakened. Canada would then become 
to Great Britain, to all intents and pur- 
poses, a foreign country, as much so very 
early as if she was an integral part of 
ihe Republic It is folly to attempt to 
deny this, or to shut our eyes to it. Com- 
mercial Union will necessarily draw Can- 
adians nearer to the United States and 
separate them further from Great Britain. 
The following comments on Mr. Butter- 
worth's scheme, made by the Oswego 
Times after his and Mr. Wiman's visit to 
that city, contain more truth than poet- 
ry. They are: 

"Maj. Butterworth 's plan is to make 
an arrangement by which all British 
America shall come into the arrangement, 
under one plan of tarifl's, tho same for 
both countries, while trade should be 
made free between them. Maj. Butter- 
worth niu.il have implicit faith in theami- 
ability of the British Government to sup- 
pose that it will allow one of its depend- 
encies to outer into an arrangement by 
which the manufactures of a rival nation 
shall bo admitted free of duty, while a 
tariff is maintained against British manu- 
factures. It is hardly supposablo that 
tho British Government would consent to 
this, and yet that is what is involved 
in Maj. Butterworth's plan of Com- 
mercial Union. Another obstacle will bo 
mot. The Government of Canada is irre- 
concilably opposed to any such Commercial 
Union as tho people of the United States 
would consent to. The plan which in 
proposed by the Democratic Administra- 
tion, and which will be acceded to by the 
Canadian Government, and tho only one 
to which that Government will listen, is 
for ' reciprocal free trade in the products 
of the soil, tho forests, the mines and the 
sea,' while Canada is permitted In main 
tain her existing |,jgl, tariff on American 
manufactures. But Major Butterworth 
would extend the area of American insti- 
tutions. He would Americanize Canada. 
Ho would remove restrictions be trade 
between tho United States and Canada, 
but would have them have the same tarifl 
for Protection to industries as wo have as 
against all other countries except the 
United Slates. He would make our 
neighbors across the lake a Canada with 
American inst it ut ions — in short, we would 
' annex ' them, virtually if not in name, 
and that he thinks a political union would 
follow a commercial union is pretty cleat 
from the fact that he said I ho Hag of the 
union would follow the trade." 

When it is considered that not only 
would commercial union weaken, if it 
would not, altogether destroy, thoconneo 
tion between Canada and Great Britain, 
but that it would take from Canada itself 



the fiscal independence which it prizes so 
highly and of which it is so proud, mid 
also reduce its gov ornmont to insignific- 
ance, most Canadians whon thoy have 
had time torefloct will, wo are satisfied, 
prefer thoir present condition to that 
which this country would occupy if the 
scheme advocated by Mr. Hitfc and Mr. 
Butterworth wore adopted. Annexation- 
ists on both sides of tho lino favor Com- 
mercial Union as a matter of course, for 
thoy well know when it iB consummated 
political union will not be far off, 

THE FUR SEAL FISHERIES. 

A pamphlet has been published by some 
American citizens interested in tho 
Alaska Fur Seal Fishery, to show that 
tho Alaska Commercial Company pay a 
very low price for tho privilege they en- 
joy, and to protest against the proposal to 
leavo it at the discretion of tho Secretary 
of tho Treasury, to leaso to " proper per- 
sons" tho right of taking fur seals on the 
Islands of St. Paul and St. George for 
twonty years, one year before tho present 
lease expires. Those citizens show very 
clearly that the Alaska Company get from 
the Govornmont a very great deal for 
which they give very little. Thoy pro- 
duce figures to show that the profits of the 
company amount annually to ?l,;io(i,7-fi, 
and that all they give the govornmont in 
return is $296,280. They a great deal 
more than insinuate, that this proposal to 
lease the right to take fur seals to those 
whom the Secretary of the Treasury may 
decide are the proper persons, has tho ap- 
pearance of a job, and asks why the Gov- 
ernment of the United States does not "put 
the leasing of these Islands in a business 
shape, like any other government con- 
tract; let it be awarded to the highest 
bidder, give all a chance, and not allow 
the one man to decide who 
are the proper persons to whom 
the Islands should bo re-leased. 
They say that if this were done the lease 
would realize §600,000 or $800,000, in- 
stead of the 8400,000 recommended by 
the chairman of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. This suggestion appears reason 
able, but it is not to be expected that the 
Alaska Company will give up the very 
good thing they now possess without making 
a hard struggle to retain it, and if lobby- 
ing will help them no one is so simple as 
to expect, that they are too scrupulous or 
too high-principled to use the lobby for 
all it is worth. The authors of the pam- 
phlet speak very plainly. "Who," they 
say, "would not like to bo the Secretary 
of tho Treasury and have this power/ 
It would bo almost as good as having the 
Islands themselves. Now, we protest 
against such action. It shows fraud upon 
its face so plain that a blind man ought to 
see through it." 

It would appear that the enquiry into 
the management of the company that was 
carried on ill Washington was little bettor 
than a sham. Govoruor Swinefnrd does 
not hesitate to say this. He reviews the 
report of the committee and reiterates the 
charges he had mule, and says: "1 
can only say that each and ovory state- 
ment I have made concerning the opera- 
tions of tho company is susceptible of 
tho clearest and most convincing proof ; 
but the evidence will not be found lying 
around loose in the cities of Washington 
and San Francisco. It must bo sought 
for among tho people who have suffered 
from its oppressions rather than in the 
person of thoso who have hud froo trans- 
portation on its ships and boon wined and 
dined at tho tables of its officers and 
agents." 

These American citizens have no faith 
in tho claim of their Government to ex- 
elusive jurisdiction over tho waters of 
Bohring's Soa. They show that tho island 
of Attou, tho extreme western possession 
of the United States, is 370 miles from 
tho ctast of Asia, and that tho width of 
the sea from continent to continent is 
1,200 miloH. Thoy scout tho idea of 
calling this immense body of water a 
closed Hoa. They say " the claim sprang 
into existence like a mushroom, and ap- 
parently with the same strength and 
standing." They want the fur seal fishery 
to bo open under conditions to all the 
world. Thoy propose that the Govern- 
ment should not allow any seals to be 
killed within the jurisdictional waters, 
say five or six miles from land, and leave 
the rost of the soa open to private enter- 
prise. They believe that by adopting this 
plan the seals would be better preserved 
than they now are, and greater encourage- 
ment would be given to American industry 
and enterprise. Tho pamphlet, is well 
written and contains much important in- 
formation.

STREET RAILWAYS. 

The Steam Oar System Tort Townsonil to 
Construct Seven .Miles Victoria's 
Proposed Komi. 

Mr. T. J. Dooley, who has contracted 
to place a street railway in Port 'Towns- 
end, spent yesterday m Victoria, and left 
for Vancouver this morning. Ton repre- 
sentative "f The Colonist Mr. Dooley 
stated that the system to be placed in 
Port Townsond was that of steam loco- 
motives, enclosed so as to look like a 
streetcar. 'Tho exhaust was turned into 
a cylinder, which prevented noise. An- 
other contrivance caught tho sparks, and 
there was litl lo or no smoke. 'Tho loco- 
uiotivo was on t ho same principle as tjie 
railway engine, with the noise bottled up 
and tho dirtavoided. 'They draw easily a 
couple of cars, and attain a speed of Ion 
miles per hour, passing along the streets 
as noiselessly as could ho desired. 

Tho system is being used with great 
success in Minneapolis and St. Paul, and 
in other large eastern cities. Mr. Dooley 
reoo-itly put in a system for Spokane 
Kails, and would soon place ono in Port 
'Townsond, some seven miles in 
length, llohndnol intended remaining 
over in Victoria, as he understood the 
electric system had been decided upon, 
but a couple of gentlemen had spoken lo 
him, and ho had Btayod over the day in 
order to have a chat with the directors, 
Ho would say nothing against electric 
railways, hut would merely say I hat ho 
believed in dealing in well-established 
principles and nut in experiments. 

The streets of Victoria, Mr. Dooloy 
said, were in good condition for laying 
down tracks, and I he grades were not 
Borious. With a population of 15,000 
ho could see no reason why a si reel rail- 
way would not pay. He was pleased with 
tho city, which had a Btibstanliul, well- 
built appearance, and he believed that 
Victoria would soon advance in population 
and wealth. The city needed a street 
railway badly, and its inhabitants would 
he surprised when one was in operation al 
tho benoficiul effect it would produce 
besides being a necessary convenience.

and liadselootod them for these important po- 
sitions solely on account of their Illness; 
and mo conduct of the opposition and 
f organ in endeavoring to create discord 
amongst t eachors and demoralize tho important 
department of education, was unpatriotic and 
contemptible. Ho referred lo the fact of 
the nimnhor for Comox having practi- 
cally demanded the dismissal of asohoolteachor 
for navlugdarod to express himself against him 
(the member for Comox) at a public mooting 
during the election, and ho (the mombor for 
Comoxl was doubtless now seeking to revenge 
himself upon tho superintendent for not docap- 
ilai ing tho poorofTblldlng lonelier. And those 
were I he men who wore so ready to license t ho 
present, govorninont of a desire to tyrannize 
over Ihe teachers and turn the educational do 
partment into a political machine. Uo burled 
the accusal ion buck in their (colli I lie bad al- 
ums! forgotten to mention tho oircuinstanco 
thatonu of the very tlrst things done by tho 
parly, these men who aro now posing iih the 
I eachors' friends, when they eamo into power in 
1S78, was to disfranchise tho teachers— sweep 
them frohi tho voters' list and consign them, 
with Chinese and Indians, to that class of per- 
sons unlit to exercise and enjoy the rights of 
franchise and citizenship, (Loud applause.) 
And one of the very first acts of llio party 
nowinpowor was to restore tho franchise to 
teachers. Yel thoso men who deprived teachers 
of lliclr pulitio.U rights, and who have- given 
proof of their willingness lo dooiipitalo any 
teacher who dared to cross thoir political path, 
have the audacity to accuse us of the very sins 
they alone have committed. Hon, members 
had, during the present session, seen one or two 
teachers so far forget themselves as to como 
inl n I ho lobbies anil buttonhole members of the 
Opposition in an endeavor to 'embarrass and, if 
possible, defeat the Oovorumont. Such conduct 
was highly improper. Hut wore the positions 
reversed, and the Opposition in power, and 
thus boarded by thoir own employees In tho 
very precincts of legislation, would not the 
honorable member for Comox have, 
in the words of Shakespeare, have shouted "Oil' 
with his head I" Unlike their opponents, tho 
party now in power, while condemning the con- 
duct of certain teachers iii this respect, wore 
too magnanimous to resort to docapilalion for 
political oU'eiiccs. It was in fact they who 
were the t rue friends of the touchers and the 
enemies of tyranny: and It was the opposition 
and I heir organ who had proved themselves 
false friends— who hud done thoir best to sow 
discord and demoralize iho important depart- 
monl of uducal ion.

Mr. Grant, al considorablo length, claimed 
thai Iho hon. minister of education, not the op- 
position, was acting In a manner prejudicial to 
ihe inl (•rests of education, by producing frio- 
I Ion bol ween t be department and i ho t eachors. 
Ho explained thai the only objection 
which he had lakon to tho last, amend- 
meat to the school act proposed was 
that tho trustees were not taken into 
eimsidnnition. While not prepared to say that, 
t be government had over made the educational 
department apolitical machine, be thought 
thai llio department should not tolerate the 
action of some teachers in taking an active 
intercsl in any political campaign. ISither one 
Hide or the other. In regard to the differential 
lax. ho thought ll was a mutter of policy for tho 
cil\ of Vancouver to hand uvor Ihe money, as 
they wero courting n large expenditure for 
school purposes within thoir borders. After be 
had again oxprcssod his views upon t bequest inn 
of this differential lax. Mr. Grant roil crated his 
statement which had been repeated by the hon. 
iirovincial secretary, I hat t he province was in a 
tirst class Ihtuucial condition, it was not in as 
good condition as il was nt tho end of 1882, how- 
ever. Ho hoped lo see more done in Ihe future 
than had been dona in- t he past todcvclopo the 
resource.-, of the province. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replying to Mr. Grant's 
criticism of the budget speech, which ho ad- 
mitted lo be fair, said ihat. one statement 111 if 
was peculiar. The hon mombor for Cassar had 
referred I o the budget speech ns very brief. 

Ho, (the hon. Ilnai minister) did nol see 

how this could boa fault. He was ono of those 
who though! in ninny cases there was too much 
talk in the world. Asa business man, ho be- 
lieved in coming straight to business. There 
was a great deal too much talk in the House 
somotimos, The hon. member for Cassiar had 
commented on the fuel that, land revenue re- 
cci (its for WM were less than last year. This 
was accounted for in the fact that a great am- 
ount uf these receipts now came under tho 
head of i initio!- royalties, which item was 
very much increased. The reduction of tho 
number of licenses, and the consequent reduc- 
tion of revenue accruing therefrom, was duo 
principally to tho fuel that many temporary 
licenses wen- granted along tho lino 
of tin- railway, which had now expired. 
Tho co. i m the maintenance of the 
Government, by n few cold facts, be proceeded 
to show was less in proportion than ever before. 
The expenditure on public works.it had been 
urged, was not sulllclontly large. With the in- 

crease of rovei tin cxpeninturo In this do- 

partmont, ns in others, hud increased propor- 
tionately. Ho thought thai the expenditure In 
every quarter was fair and equable, and pre- 
BOllled a most satisfactory showing. 

At 5:30 tho house went into committee, with 
Mr. Higgles in the chair, and paused the re- 
maining voles. 

The committee roso, reported tho resolu- 
tion complete, and asked leave to sit again al 
the noxi sitting of the House. 

The House ad iourned until to-day at tho usual 
hour.
